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Disposing a first pattern of 
conductive sensors above a 
substantially transparent 
substrate within a sensing 
region and having at least a 
portion thereof comprised of a 
substantially transparent 
material 
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Disposing a second pattern of 
conductive sensors above a 
substantially transparent substrate 
within a sensing region, the second 
pattem of conductive sensors 
comprising the substantially 
transparent material, the first and 
second pattems of conductive 
sensors disposed in a common 
single layer above substantially 
transparent substrate 
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Disposing a plurality of insulators in areas where 
conductive bridges will be disposed 
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Disposing a plurality of conductive bridges to 
electrically couple portions of the second pattem of 
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
